FRANCE, May 10th, 1915. 
My, Dear Mr. Stone; 

Since I last wrote you have been 
tested in the art of modern warfare, 
have endured the hardships which fol- 
low modem warfare, in fact we accom 
plished the impossible” and “Saved 
the situation” as one of our leading 
British officer’s remarked. , 

Some three weeks ago we were or- 
deréd, after a long rest, to hold a 
very important part of the firing line 
in Belgium, which was a few days 
later the scene of one of the bloodiest 
battles of the war. I can’t tell you 
the story of the valiant deeds of the 
entire Canadian division in this bat- 
tle, but I can give you a little idea of 
what mf regiment did to stop the Ger- 
man’s intended ruse to, Calais and to 
make the Canadians’ honored and 
praised by all. „ 

We were quietly and peacefully en- 
joying our four days” rest out of the 
trenches and were billéted in.a farm- 
house about four miles behind the fir- 
ing line, when’ we suddenly discovered 
ourselves in the midst of a terrific 
bombardment. Pretty soon word was 

‘passed along that the Germans were 
making an attack upon the French 
lines, which were on the 
left of our line. Soon we heard the 
French were retiring and’ this was 
corroberated by numbers of French- 
men, infantry and artillery, coming 
along the road and over the canal. 
Shells were hissing over our heads 
towards the town of Once 


serving 


_heartrending sight. Coming along 
the road from the town I must not 
name, were crowds. of people hurry- 
ing to places of safety. Old men and 
women, hardly able to-walk, were tod- 
dling along; young women with! chil- 
dren by the hand were hutrying from 
the stricken town. Their faces were 


grief stricken, their eyes filled with 


— 


tears, and no wonder. Their houséi 
were gone, their friends had been 


killed. Their husbands and sons were | 


on active service for their country. 
As they fled, not knowing whither 
they were going methinks their hearts 
were bursting with unspeakable sor- 
row. Every man of my company who 
stood beside that hedge awaiting or- 
ders to move forward vowed within 
his innermost self if ever the chance 
came he.would wreak vengence upon 
the “Hun” for the sorrow and cruelty 
brought to bear upon those poor in- 
nocent people, We soon got the 
chance and the Germmans knew it, 


. so much so that one professor writing 


to friends in Germany pronounced us 
as fanatics. ; 175 
Orders came to move forward and 


as we went our eyes smarted from 


asphyxiating gases used by thé en- 
emy. Shells of all calibre were burst- 
ing around or passing overhead and 
bursting in the distance. After a few 
necessary halts we arrived on a flat 
stretch of ground about 1,000 yards 
from the German’s, position and were 
ordered to spread out in two long 


“lines, fix bayonets and await orders, 


We now knew something big was go- 
ing to. happen, so we took a grip of 
ourselves and waited. A few minutes 
later word was passed along that the 
10th battalon, to which the other Red- 
eli boys are attached, were to form 
the first two lines, while the Can- 
adian Scottish (our battalion) was 
‘to support them in two more lines, 
As I looked along the line I stood in 
und saw those baponets glisten in the 
darkness and saw the expression of 
determination on the faces of my 
comrades near me, I felt confident we 
would succeed in the difficult. task be- 
fore us. I was not disappointed. 
The order “prepare to advance,” fol- 
lowed by “advance” was passed along 
the lines, Bach man made sure his 
bayonet was secure, took a firmer 
hold of his rifle with both hands and 
in the attitude of charging, moved 
forward. When eur first line was 
about 300 yards from the enemy's 


, trenches we ordered to lie down and 


await the final order to charge. Dur-

ing those few minutes my mind was 

working overtime. My thoughts were 
rf 

many and varied and I wondered how 


it would end for me, While thus en- 


gaged with my thoughts, the order, 


came to charge. Each line rose sim- 
ultaneously and with a shgut seldom 
héard in ordinyry life, rushed towards 
the enemy. We were welcomed by a 
most withering fire, Rifles and ma- 
chine guns. were levelled on us and as 
we got near their trench bombs were 
thrown at us. The Germans threw 
up starlights so that they could aim 


better but regardless of starlights and 


the terrific fire we who were not hit 
continued the charge. Very few of 
them waited until we reached the 
trench, They had seen the look of 
determination on our faces, saw that 
the Ladies of Hades“ were coming, 
so they made for the wood immediate- 
ly behind. Disposing of what was 
eft of them we made after the fleeing 
ones through the wood. We cleared 
the wood in a hand to hand fight; cap- 
tured the French guns lost eartier in 
the day, and a colonel besides. The 
Germans’ beloved Prussians were on 
the run and so were we and close be- 
hind, too, in the open we met up with 
some of them, well they’ll never run 
again Our colonel, thinking we had 
gone far enough, rallied us and- order- 
ed us to dig ourselves in. This we 
did, still under heavy fire, in double 
quick time. We remained in these 
dug-outs until nearly day break, 
when, ‘owing to danger of cross fire 
from the enemy, our colonel thought 
it advsable to retire and occupy the 


trench we had captured on the other’ 


side of the wood. a 
Wen morning broke and the birds 
in the bush burst.forth in song 1 
seemed to awake out of a stuper. All 
around lay the dead, the price of war- 
Tare, and as, I looked I saw war as 
only a soldier can see it. Chums of 
the past nine months were gone, some 
of them-lying near by as fell the night 
before, As I listened to the glorious 
song of the birds, a symbol of peace 
and life, and looked across the battle- 
field where war and death were evi- 
dent, my heart sank within me. It 
was no time for sentiment. The Ger-

which lifted. a load from my heart. 
have been together from the start 
and are still together. Often we 
talk of the Cliff and the happy days 
we will have there if the Gods of 
Fate continue to favor us. 
We are now resting in a quiet and 
picturesque part of France, not far 
from the firing line, but far enough to 
make us forget war for a short time. 
I have been unable to learn anything 
garding the other boys but will let 
you know when I do. :

PROSPECTS BRIGHTENING. 


There are many signs that 
Canada has turned, or at least, 
is turning the corner, financially, 
and that the period of depression 
is passing over. i 

Crop prospects are good all 
over the Dominion, the acreage 
being increased by an average 
of 20 per cent. and greater care 
having been taken in cultivation 
than at probably any other per- 
iod of our history. 

Prices are bound to be good, 
possibly higher next spring than 
they were this year. No mat- 
ter when the war ends Europe 
will suffer a shortage for two 
years. With ‘decreased. acreage 
of grain in the war area, there 
will be shortage of labor, and 
after the war another factor of 
immense importance, i.e., capi- 
tal fox small farming. 

At the same time farmers 
must be on the alert this fall for 
a temporary set back in prices 
when the Dardanelles are open- 
ed. There must be large stores 
of” grain from Russia awaiting 
the opening of navigation from 
the Black Sea and this year’s 
crop has yet to be taken into ac 
count. Even with restricted 


grain production in Russia this 


the Black Sea shipments of 
grain, will have to be absorbed, 
and farmers in this country 
would be wise to discount the 
effect of this grain, and not fool- 
ishly throw their wheat away be- 


ket. The speculator will be 
waiting to take advantage of a 
possible peculiar combination of 
events this fall. 


CHANCE EOR LIVE STOCK 


Owing to the depletion of 
Canadian stocks of cattle and 
hogs last year, due to the im- 
mense demand from the Sates 
when the duty was removed, and 
to the shortage of feed in the 
West the farmer who can hold 
on to his cattle and breeding 
stock must expect to make big 
money in the next few years. 
The United States will be a 
heavy importer and European 
stocks have been depleted tre- 
mendously by the. war, while 
troubles in Mexico have affected 
the cattle situation there. In 
fact many events have combin- 
ed to make it worth while for 
this country to breed more- live 
stock, and to carefully conserve 
what it has.
